High 
grade window glass is used and is se- 
curely tacked and puttied. Prices in- 
clude necessary hardware fittings.

One-Third with Order, 
Balance on Delivery

price with your order, you may do so, and 
then pay the remaining two-thirds when the 
materials arrive and you take delivery. Under 
this method of payment no cash discount is 
allowed. 

Five-Day Examination 

Deposit the purchase money for your home in 
your own bank.

Building Loan

Monthly Payment Plan

plan. A small down payment is required with 
the order and the balance is then payable in 
equal monthly payments extended over a pe- 
riod of three years. The down payment for 
each Liberty Home as well as the monthly 
payments are shown on the time-payment 
price list which is enclosed. There will be 
nothing that you will be required to pay in 
addition to these payments as quoted on the 
price list, no extra financing costs, no inter- 
est or anything else for you to figure.
